CANVAS OFFENDED FRENCH. 



The French flag is no longer insult- 
ed on canvas on the walls of the Reich- 
stag at Berlin. The picture which hung 
behind the president's chair represent- 
ed a scene after the battle of Sedan, 
showing the Emperor, William I, the 
Crown Prince, Mismarck and Moltko 
riding over the battlefield, with the 
French flag under their horses' feet. 

French visitors to Berlin protested 
against the picture and most Germans 
regarded it as a violation of good taste, 
so the offending canvas has been re- 
moved. 




THOSE ART EXHIBITS ABROAD. 



In a recent conversation with an 
ART NEWS representative, Henry 
W. Ranger made the following reply to 
a question concerning the exhibition of 
American paintings to be made in Lon- 
don and Paris next summer by the 
Society of American Art Collectors.

It is understood that, thanks to 
Henry W. Ranger's perseverance, 
everything has been arranged, includ- 
ing the finances, for the exhibition in 
London and in Paris next season of 
American paintings. Much satisfac- 
tion is expressed among the artists that 
Mr. Ranger has taken a broad view — 
an example that might well be followed 
by prize-awarding juries so long as that 
most undesirable thing has to be award- 
ed — and that every school will be rec- 
ognized. — N. Y. Evening Post.

Natural Academy of Design. 

The third annual masquerade dance 
of the Academy students was held Jan.

The exhibition of the summer work 
vv^as limited but the showing was of 
high standard principally landscapes 
and figure compositions.

We have been surprised to receive a 
letter calling us to account for what is 
termed '*Our Onslaught on Sir Casper 
Purdon Clarke," director of the Metro- 
politan Museum. We can only express 
our sincere regret, and at the same 
time, our amazement, that any of our 
readers or possibly others, should have 
so misunderstood the purport of our 
recent editorial remarks on the pub- 
lished talks of Sir Purdon on the Met- 
ropolitan Museum pictures. We have 
been assured by Sir Purdon himself 
that he does not claim to be an expert 
on pictures, but this does not necessar- 
ily make him any the less a good exe- 
cutive, while his knowledge of wood 
carvings and antiques is unquestioned. 
We have the highest respect and regard 
for: Sir Casjpar; and had no desire to do 
aught else than to poke a little fun at 
his criticism of pictures. 

He has done much to popularize the 
Museum, and if he had accomplished 
nothing else, the unprecedently large 
public attendance and interest in the 
Museum, which he has been largely in- 
strumental in bringing about, would of 
itself and alone, make him deserving of 
the praise and regard of American art 
lovers. . We do not hold ourselves re- 
sponsible for the views of correspond- 
ents, expressed over their own signa- 
tures, and it seems to us that those who 
have adversely criticised our recent re- 
marks on Sir Purdon's recent criticisms 
on the Museum pictures, are woefully 
deficient in "a saving sense of humor. ' 



ARCHITECTS TO CELEBRATE. 



The first important art sales of the 
season took place last week, and were 
followed this week by another sale of 
handsome furniture and bric-a-brac, 
while next week will bring the dispersal 
of the rich collections of a large art I 
house. It is a little difficult to judge 
from the prices obtained at the sales 
of last and this week just what the 
prospects are for the coming months 
of the season — those which are gener- 
ally most prolific of sales, for the rea- 
son that the pictures and art objects 
offered thus far have been uneven In 
quality, and were offered under cer- 
tain conditions which made their dis- 
persal at auction not a true test. 

The first important sale, that of ori- 
ental art objects collected by a former 
foreign embassador to the United 
States resulted in some very high pri- 
ces, due in most instances to the curious 
desire for possession of objects formerly 
owned by persons of note, and to 
adroit advertising of the sale. It was 
noticeable at the picture sales that with 
comparatively few dealers present, the 
prices of such artists as Schreyer and

This entertainment will be remark- 
able in being given entirely for its own 
sake without any idea of making 
money. The expenses will be defrayed 
by the Architectural League. Admis- 
sion will be by invitation only.

1 
have just received a letter from Mr. Vose 
of Boston, in which he says that the artists 
advocating iree art are cutting off their 
own no^es to improve their looks, or to 
be in tashion is probably their aim. Too 
bad that otner artists' noses are threat- 
ened also. 1 for one object. 

if we could really have a good bureau 
of art where a permanent jury would judge 
ail that comes in — an honest jury — why 
then who would object to free art? But as 
this is, or seems to me, quite out of the 
question lat this time, the $100 specific duty 
will work wonders. It will keep out all 
this awiul dry goods store art and protect 
public and artists alike. It would give the 
young American painters the chance of 
their lives to become great, as it is in 
many cases, the lack of money that keeps, 
an artist from spreading out his wings 
and becoming great, or at least it will en- 
able him to give the best that is in him. 
This $100 duty will surely aid him and 
turn the tide. 

It miay keep out some talented work of 
rising painters, but not for long, 1 ven- 
ture to say. A picture not worth a hun- 
dred dollars does not seem to me worth 
a cent, and for a good picture the specific 
duty is absolutely no hindrance and surely 
a greiait deal less than gooid' pictures have 
to pay now. 

But why always help the artists of Eu- 
rope to rise? When is our turn coming? 
If, as many claim, our art is as good, and 
in many a critic's opinion, better than that 
of Europe, what is the reason the dealers 
don't come over here to take back with 
them the great work some of our painters 
are producing? There's no money in 
it — that's the rub. They cater to their 
niatiye talent, buy it at a low figure and 
sell it at a big profit in this country. And 
our dealers do the same thing. They are 
always discovering new talent on the other 
side and bringing over stacks of canvases, 
cheaply bought and cleverlv disposed of 
here, telling everybod,y what a great paint- 
er his protege is or will be. Sometimes 
they hit it, and the pictures rise in market 
value — ^just as often they go down and are 
a loss, not to mention the endless fakes 
that come over and are another great loss. 

Who in the meantime is lassisting or dis- 
^covering our own talents? 

Everything seems to be done to discour- 
age it, and if it was not for the great vital- 
ity of our artists and their art it would 
perish miserably, or would have perished 
of the treatment it received at the hands of 
Amierican picture buyers until a few years 
ago. 

Would it not be a greater gain in artistic 
and money value to this country if it helped 
tc make its own painters great than those 
of Europe? For instance, how many of 
our landscape painters have seen all they 
ought to see of this beautiful country to 
enable them to choose whatever is most 
suitable for their art? Very few, I aim 
afraid. They are too much occupied with 
bread andl butter subjects, and if we are 
to have free art; I am sure the butter 
will go too — or the artists will get wise 
and move to Europe. 

Free art sounds very broad and grand, 
but what of the artists? Europe would 
swamp us. 

All due respect to Mr. Carroll Beckwith. 
His argument is really very good for our 
side of the fight, for with free art his dec- 
i orated piece of cloth would surely cost no 
more than half of what the girl got for it 
here. I know of a similar instance. Dur- 
ing the last Cleveland Administration a 
friend, a glass decorator, wanted the duty 
loweredi on glass, so he could have more 
profit. It was subsequently taken off and 
glass and decorations came in free, and he 
aibout starved for some years. It will be 
the sam.e with anost -of our painters if this 
thing is not stopped. You will, in my 
opinion, do a very great service to them 
by trying and fighting for this specific duty. 
I hone that the Salmagundi Club will turn 
out in full force and sign every member 
of it, your proposition. They must be 
either rich or blind if they can't see this 
danger ahead.

that there is nothing for the home artist 
to do unless he wants to work for a mere 
nothing. For the famous artist whose name 
commands high prices 1 think it makes no 
difference if the tariff is high, except he 
wants to live in Europe and send his work 
over here. 

The dealers certainly prefer free tariff, 
but it will take the bread away from hun- 
dreds or perhaps thousands of artists in 
this country who even under present con- 
ditions only struggle along. 

I therefore say let us have high tariff 
for the protection of the artists who make 
their living here, but by all means let any- 
thing in the art line that is intended to be 
used in public institutions be admitted free.

Personally I believe in, and am an 
impressionist, for to my mind impression 
in painting is necessary is the first stage 
of a good picture andl finish is but the 
added quality which makes the spectator 
forget the evidence of paint, amd think 
only ofi the scene or subject represented, 
and he should not be called upon to admire 
the big clever strokes of the brush. I 
think a good illustration of this is the 
actor who impresses his audience with the 
character he is impersonating, so that for 
the time being his own personality is for- 
gotten. 

As to suggestion — nature, our great 
teacher, suggests. She suggests to our 
minds the existence of forms made inore 
beautiful by the glamor of a flood of light, 
or the quiet mystery of shadow. Thusfwc 
use the word suggestion in art, and if 
rightly und'erstood and rendered in a paint- 
ing it is one of its highest qualities, for it 
is one of the great component parts of 
nature's perpetual poem. 

We do not want to paint anatomy, but 
w^e should not paint any the worse for 
knowing our anatomy thoroughly.

CLAUSEN VS. HUMPHREYS. 



London, Jan. 20, 1909. 

The outstanding feature of the ninth 
exhibition of the International Society, 
at the New Gallery, is undoubtedly the 
group of works by the late Augustus 
St. Gaudens, whose scholarly model- 
ling and sensitive line is effectively dis- 
played in a series of nineteen bas-re- 
liefs, statuettes, and busts, among the 
last the vigorous and intensely alive 
heads of "Admiral Farragut" and "Gen- 
eral Sherman." An interesting inno- 
vation is the hanging of three St. Gau- 
dens bas reliefs, "The Butler Boys," 
"Justice Gray," and the exquisite "Mrs. 
Stamford White," on the wall of the 
South Room. Thanks to this St. Gau- 
dens group the sculpture section, al- 
ways an object of care to this society, 
maintains 4ts interest this year where 
it would otherwise fail, for of the two 
Radius the plaster enlargement to he- 
roic size of the head of one of 
the Burgesses of Calais is not al- 
together a success, while the mar- 
ble bust "La Jeunesse de Minerve," 
though tenderly chiselled and full of 
exquisite feeling, is not carried to the 
pitch of perfection which Rodin has 
before attained in works of this style. 
The sculpture section further suffers 
from the absence this year of any con- 
tributions from Havard Thomas or 
Paul Bartlett, while the plaster bust of 
"Mrs. J. P. Cage Brown" alone repre- 
sents Mr. John Tweed. On the other 
hand there is an interesting group of 
nearly a dozen works by the late J. B. 
Carpeaux, and representative examples 
of the plastic art of Lucien Schnegg, 
A. Maillol and A. J. Halou, so that 
foreign sculpture is more satisfactorily 
represented than British. 

In view of the widely advertised an- 
nouncement of the dissolution of part- 
nership between Messrs. Lockett and 
Morland Agnew and Mr. D. Croal 
Thomson, the many friends of the lat- 
ter gentleman will be interested to 
learn that he is about to become a 
partner in the firm of Messrs Wallis 
and Sons of the French gallery. 

The Royal Glasgow Institute of Arts 
annual exhibition will be open from 
February 15 to May 29. The annual 
exhibition of the Royal Scottish Acad- 
emy opens at Edinburgh on Jan. 30. 
The Royal Hibernian Academy's an- 
nual exhibition will be open from 
March i to May 15. March 10 to 25 
are the receiving days for the eighth 
international exhibition which is to be 
"held at Venice from April 22 to Oc- 
tober 30. 

The Preston Corporation has pur- 
•chased for its permanent collection 
George Houston's "Seeding Time," 
Ayrshier, recently on view at the Fran- 
co-British exhibition and one of the 
best landscapes in the British section. 
■"The Burlington Magazine" for Jan- 
uary contains an interesting article by 
Kenyon Cox on the recent work of Ed- 
mund C. Tarbell, whose painting (like 
that of our own William Orpen)^is said 
to be "of the lineage of Vermeer and 
Chardin, yet with a modern and con- 
temporary accent." Wihistler's "The 
Coast of Brittany," now in the posses- 
sion of Messrs. Obach, forms the fron- 
tispiece to this number and among the 
principal contents are articles by Prof. 
C. J. Holmes, on "Whistler and Mod- 
ern Painting," and by Mr. Henry James 
on "Charles Eliot Norton, an Ameri- 
can Art Scholar." 

An exhibition of oil paintings and 
watercolors by the young Dutch artist 
Evert Moll opened at the Ryder gal- 
lery, 47 Albemarle street, Jan. 18. The 
private view of a collection of water- 
colors by A. Wallace Rimington was 
given Jan. 15 at the Fine Art Society. 



Mr. William Clausen, the art dealer, 
appeared on Tues^day before Justice 
Lehman and a jury in the Supreme 
Court and demanded judgment against 
Dr. Alexander C. Humphreys, presi- 
dent of the Stevens Institute, for $1,100 
the alleged value of a painting by 
Childe Hassam.

The 
Jury disagreed and a nev/ trial will be 
held at once. 



FINE ARTS COUNCIL NAMED. 



PARIS LETTER. 



President Roosevelt has created a Council 
of Fine Arts and directed that hereafter the 
heads of executive departments, bureaus, 
and commissions before any plans are for- 
mulated for public buildings or ground's or 
for the location or erection of any statue 
must submit the matter to the council and 
follow their advice unless for good and 
sufficient reasons the President directs oth- 
erwise. This action is the outcome of sug- 
gestions by the Ameridan Institute of Arch- 
itects.

They main- 
tain that it is not only la work of super- 
erogation, but that it is in direct violation 
of a federal statute. They point to a pro- 
vision, enacted at the time of the discus- 
sion over the re-location of the new build- 
ing for the Department of Agriculture, 
v/hich prohibited the Cliief Executive from 
enuploying such an advisory commission or 
from even accepting its services gratuitous-) 
ly. This feeling, in large part at least, 
grows out of the bitter opposition of the 
Speaker to the "Burnham Park Commis- 
sion," which has found concrete expression 
in many acts contrary to the recommen- 
dations of that commission. Of course, the 
location of the proposed Lincoln Memorial 
on Capitol Hill is dlirectly contrary to the 
views of the Park Commission, a fact well 
known to the Speaker when he determined 
that the 'memorial should be situated on 
the hill. 

The President is also being subjected to 
bitter criticism because he recommended 
the creation by legislation of the Council 
of Fine Arts on Monday, and followed up 
his recommendation by creating such a 
commission next day. 



Paris, Jan. 20, 1909. 

The Devambez galleries are now 
holding an interesting exhibition of 
works by various French artists living 
in Paris, Among the best exhibits, 
there is a fine suite of frescoes on paper 
representing various scenes at Venice. 
This work attracts considerable atten- 
tion and does credit to the painter, M. 
Geanis. Further on, are some inter- 
esting impressions of Africa by Guii- 
lonet and several remarkable studies of 
Caro Delvaille, who is also exhibiting 
three fine woman portraits. 

Two frescoes by Gaudissart, several 
seascapes by M. du Gardier, a number 
of small, but well treated paintings by 
Andre, Devanbez also well deserve 
careful study. In the section of sculp- 
ture the works sent by Alfred Halou 
and M. Schneg deserve special mention. 
The catalogue includes altogether about 
one hundred and twenty names. 

In the new exhibition rooms which 
Messrs. Trotti have just added to their 
premises in the place Vendome, there 
are on view at present a number of fine 
examples of the various Italian schools. 
Among other good pieces, are a Tinto- 
retto representing V'enus and Adonis, 
two "Madonnas" by Botticolli and es- 
pecially a suite of three magnificent 
portraits by Titian. Next to these are 
two portraits by Moroni and several 
other remarkable examples by Guardi, 
Ghirlandajo, del Cossa, etc. 

At Bernheim, Jr's, an exhibition of 
works by Andre Wilder is now on. It 
contains especially landscapes, in which 
various landscapes in Holland and Bur- 
gundy are treated with conscientious- 
ness and originality. 

Messrs. Bernheim, whose chief spec- 
ialty is modern painting, have secured 
of late several remarkable pictures, 
some of which are now on view in their 
galleries. Bouguereau is represented by 
one of his finest productions: "The 
Wave," Cezanne by a capital "Nature 
Morte," and Manet by two little panels 
in which his talent appears with all its 
strength and originality : "La Venneuse 
de bocks" and "The Execution of Em- 
peror Maximilian.

The purchase of an oil painting of 
Abraham Lincoln, to be hung in the 
Capitol in Washington, is proposed in a 
bill introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Carte of Montana. The work, from 
the brush of G. W. F. Travis, is life- 
size and $20,000 is appropriated for its 
purchase. 

Several exceedingly interesting and valu- 
able fourteenth century Gothic wall paint- 
ings have been brought to light in Cologne 
Cathedral during cleaning operations. The 
paintings, which are in a remarkably good 
state of preservation, had been covered by 
later and much less valuable paintings, 
which have been carefully washed off, re- 
vealing the Gothic masterpieces beneath.

With so many exhibits it is difficult 
to give more than a general idea of the 
display, with mention of some of the 
more notable individual numbers.

Baer, shows only two examples, por- 
traits of Misses Margaret Wright- 
Clark and Sadie Jones, both works of 
distinction, and notable for tljeir pre 
cisipn and correctness of drawing, and 
rich and truthful color. Lucia Fair- 
child Fuller's works are always attrac- 
tive and worth study.

a fancy portrait, "The Nymph," a 
study in blue and light greens, very 
charming in color. 

The portrait of '^Miss S.," by 
Thomas R. Manley, and of "Mrs. X. 
and grandson," by Anna Lynch, and a 
beautifully drawn and colored study of 
a nude child, by W. J. Whittemore, 
complete the more notable works 
shown by members. 

Eulabee Dix, from whose facile 
brush and dainty imagination one al- 
ways expects something quaint and at- 
tractive, shows the most delightful 
works of the non-members in her little 
portrait of "Elizabeth' Corsa" and her 
"En Costume," the last delightfully 
quaint and old-fashioned.

Anniversaries will be numerous in 
1909, and the first one, that of the birth 
of Edgar Allan Poe, is noted in the 
lower hall of the Lenox Library by a 
little exhibit. There are some por- 
traits of Poe, C. F. W. Mielatz's etch- 
ing of the cottage at ' Fordham, and 
half-a-dozen autograph letters from 
Pbe to E. A. Duyckinck.

Pictures at Arts Club. 

The contemporary exhibition of six 
representative artists which closes at 
the National Arts Club to-day, at- 
tracted unusual interest during the 
week. Leon Dabo's five characteristic 
canvases received much deserved 
praise. They are better, if possible, 
than many painted prior to his trip 
abroad last summer. "Sea Shore —

pheric qualities and tender and poeti- 
cal. 

Another interesting group of five 
canvases by Bolton Coit Brown are 
quiet in tone, refined and show unusual 
sincerity. An especially attractive one 
is "A Skyrocket," the keynote of which 
is tender blue tones. The painting of 
the "Skyrocket" shows sureness of 
touch and knowledge of the subject 
"View in the Catskills" is a splendid 
landscape, lovely in color and values. 
Not less interesting is his "Chinese 
Fishery, Monterey." 

Arthur Hoeber's group of six can- 
vases are poetic and characteristic. A 
"Summer Evening" is especially 
charming, and a "Girl in Brown," by 
Homer Boss, is virile and broadly 
painted. 

Four impressionate landscapes by 
Sidney Dale Shaw, are attractive in 
brilliant color and broad handling^. The 
exhibition also includes a number of 
recent drawings by Albert Sterner, 
many of them showing strength and 
character. 

Pictorial Photographs ait Arts Chih. 

An International exhibition of Picto- 
rial Photography will be held in the 
Galleriea of the National Arts Club, 
opening with a Reception on the ev-en- 
ing of Feb. 2, This will be the most 
comprehensive and representative exhir 
bition of the kind ever held in this 
country, comprising work by the lead- 
ing pictorial photographers both at 
home and abroad; Germany, France 
and Italy being represented by work 
from the hands of their ablest men.

"I am sure 
that if application were made to the 
Prefect of the Seine for the Petit Pa- 
lais, he would gladly allow that build- 
ing to be used. Then it would be a 
governmental affair, and this would not 
be a bad thing. 

"The Petit Palais is opposite the 
Grand Palais, and if the American ex- 
hibition were opened in May it would 
be going on at the same time as the 
great salon of French art in the bigger 
buildmg, and it would be a great suc- 
cess. Not only that, but the French 
government, I believe, would be hap- 
py to extend a courtesy. 

"I expect to open my new galleries in 
Fifth Avenue with an exhibition by 
American artists.
